Dutch, Javanese Will Obey 
Cease-Fire Demands; U.N. 
. Elated Over First Victory

BATAVIA, Java, Tuesday, Aug. B «P) — 
Presideirt; Soekarno of the Indonesian ^pub- 
lic, in a midnight broadcast, called upon the 
Indonesians to halt hostiiities against the 
Dutch. This, couple* with a Dutch cease-fire 
order effective at midnight, 
gave the United Nations its 
first big victory for peace. 

Soekaino, In k Uiree-mlnuU 
broadcast over the Jogjakarta radio, 
countermanded hia July ai ordera 
lor the t>upulation to reaist the 
Dutch with aU their force. His cease- 
fire order was unequivocal, with no 
reaervatlons. 

Sateb Aanoann Decision 
The Dut«h had announced Sun* 
day a cease-ftre effective this mld- 
ntEht. Dutch advances had halted 
even before the deadline. 

The republican government said 
Dutch military operations had cut 
communications In numerous plac- 
es, lead'ng to dUIlcultlea In enforc- 
ing Uio order on the reiwbllcan 
side, and asked that the world take 
. this Into consideration. 

There was almost no activity to- 
day at SCfnarang, which had been 
the Dutch troops' expected Jump- 
Ins-off place for an attack toward 
Jogjakarta.

Hie United Nations security coun- 
cil last Friday called upon both 
aides to cease fighting. 

In atat«nienta yesterday the In' 
doneslans said they were "willing" 
to cease hostUttlea, but that a trues 
could bo carried out effectively only 
If the Dutch withdrew to deraarca- 
Uon lines established last October. 
There was no Indication of Dut«h 
agreement to this.

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 4 (/P)— UniUd Na- 
tions officials were elated today over speedy 
Dutch acceptance of a U.N. cease-fire order 
In Indonesia, but cautioned that the end of 
the shooting still would leave difficult issues 
to be settled. The Dutch direc- 
tive to cease fire was effective 
juat two hours before the 
start of a council meeting. 

The development immediately 
posed questions concerning U. N. 
supervision of troop withdrawals, 
medltaUon and other problems. 
Council Chairman Paris EI Khoury 
said they would be taken up In 
detail as soon as possible. The exact 
time apparently hinged on receipt 
of official oommunlcatloiu from the 
the Dutch and Indonesian govern- 
ments and the crowded council cal- 
endar. 

Wants Saperrislon 
Dispatches from Jagjakarta said 
le Indonesian government wanted 
the council itself to "continuously 
supervise execution" of its cease-fire 
directive. 



'Disc Pieces'

DETROIT, Aug-. 4 (U,R)— Top negotiators of the CIO United 
Auto Workers unipn were reported today to be ready to accept 
with minor. changes a Ford Motor company proposal to side- 
step the Taft-Hartley law.in a move to avert a strike tomor- 
row noon. A UAW spokesman disclosed that Richard T, 
Leonard, union vice president and Ford director, and Thomas 
Thompson, president of the big Ford local 600, favored the 
proposal. But even if that issue were out of the way, there 
still remained a pension plan stumbling block. Ford suggest- 
ed yesterday tiiat the union's 
demand for a contract clause 
to dodge the strike penalty 
provWona of the Taft-Hartley 
law he submitted to a four- 
man panel to study the issue 
for three months. ■■ .' 

Ttit UAW spokesman emphasiud 
that any changes recommended by 
the UAW then would have to be 
approved by the company negotiat- 
ing team. 

Leonard and Thompson were said 
to have approved the plan In a un- 
ion caucus that lasted an hour and 
60 minutes.

would be held In violation of the 
Taft-Hartley act. however, was 
doubtful. At Waslilngton, Jiinllce de- 
partment lawyers were studying the 
act to determine whether such edi- 
torial comment Is illegal. 

The law prohllilts union "expendi- 
tures" for political purponen, Tliere 
was disagreement In congtrns when 
ttiB law was passed wheUirr Ihls 
meant tliat unions could not print 
political material tn inibllralloiui 
distributed to llielr memlirrn.

Defense Chief 
Studies Union 
Of Commands 

WASHINGTOIT, Aug. 4 (U.RJ 
Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal has under consideration a plan 
for a sweeping reorganisation of the 
armed forces to provide unified 
command ot land, sea and air forces 
In and around the continental 
United States, service sources said 
today. 

Tlie plan has been worked out by 
Uie Joint chiefs of staff. It pro- 
vides for a single oommander with 
a staff ot army, navy and air of- 
ficers directly under the Joint chiefs 
who would command the detense ot 
Uie nation's borders. 

It would provide tor dividing the 
nation Into strategic areas, each 
ot which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 

Them la already a similar plan In 
ettect In all overseas areas. 

Undrr this new organlaatlon the 
strntcKla air command would prob- 
nlily remain a separate force tor 
lotiK-ranRe blows at an enemy with 
alomin bombs. 

In the continental United States 
each commander would be respons- 
ible for the unltled planning ot de- 
fenjie and In case ot emergency the 
conduct of operaUons, Tlie plan 
would not change the day-to-day 
administrative actlvlllea ot each 
service.

Wink at Laws 
"Some (^ralors have not learned 
all the things they should know 
atnut how food becomes contam- 
inated, or why their employes should 
not engage In certain practices," 
Post continued. 

"Some operators are inclined to 
wink at health laws when they find 
the general public does not agree 
With the regulations. ThU situa- 
tion Is probab^ much more common 
than la realised. ReaUurant opera- 
tors frequently say, 1 can't sell 
cream-fiUed pies out of the refrig- 
erator: people want Uum Mit on the 
back bar where they can see them.' 
Untortuaatelf, this Is true. The fact 
that employes and^ possibly cus- 
tomers sneew above the pies, that 
duat and files circle around them, 
■eems not to worry the greater part 
of the public." 

Sanitarian Pott pointed out that 
ft recent njagailne article cites ; 
Duncan Hbiea who asks, "May I 
see your kitchen?" He added that 
the average person would be em- 
barrassed to ask such a questifm. 
TbtA Job Is reserved for food In- 
spectors and deltverymeh. R la not 
necessary "for costomers to see the 
kitchen, however, as they can get 
the whole picture in 30 minutes at 
the comiter or a table.

Polnta to be observed, according 
to Post, are

ing room from the kltobenT If you 
not! that stale, heavy odor that 
comes from grease and soap sudi 
that have t>eea behind the stove oc 
sink for a month, you know it's 
there without looking. 

3. Cochroaches and mice etch 
bm-thelr dlsUnoUve odors. 

3. Observe the clothing and gen- 
eral oleanllneu of the waitresses. 
Do they wear h^Imetsf Is the cook 
■making a dgaretU while at workr 

4. Is the washroom clean or dlrtvT 
If it Is dirty, you can be nire the 
rest of the cafe la operated on the 
tame basis. 

5. Look for pudding and cream 
plea. If they are not under cover 
and refrigeration, you are flirting 
with staphylococcus food poisoning.

"m general, there seems to be Ilt> 
tie relation between the site ol the 
eating establishment, the prlcea 
oharged and the kind of sanitary 
measurea employed. 8o don't be fool- 
ed by a big neon sign out front, the 
fancy booths or the expensive paint 
Job in the dining room," he added, 
"I feel safe In saying that a 
couple of hundred citiaens who are 
alert to the situation in Magic Val- 
ley could do more good than half 
a dosen food inspectors. We might

Pare by Half 

One top levelf though otf-the- 
cuff, estimate was that the number 
of American troops might be pared 
more than half without risking trou 
ble with the German population In 
the V. B. zone. But the German at- 
titude is recognized as only one fac< 
tor. 

A new and uncertain element was^ 
introduced, however, by Prime 
Minister AUeels proposal, to slash 
British mlUtaiy committments ai 
part of the labor goveinment's dras- 
tic new effort to bolster Britain's 
sagging economy.

The size of the 
occupation forces was based on a 
regular army establishment with to- 
tal strength of 1,070,000 authorized 
by congress. With the decline In 
voluntary enlistments It has shrunk 
to fewer than 1,000,000 and Is expect- 
ed to go down further.
